After working nearly a year 
and a half without a contract, the 
Grayling City Police officers 
have an approved agreement 
with the city. 

The Grayling City Council 
ratified a three-year contract 
with the union, representing the 
five Grayling City Police offi- 
cers, on Oct, 23, 

The police officers were 
working under terms of a con- 
tract which expired on June 30, 
2006. 

Approval of the new employ- 
ce pact ended a_ stalemate 
between the Fraternal Order of 
Police Union, representing the 
officers, and city officials. The 
dispute, which had failed to be 
negotiated, was heading to a 
state arbitration panel. 

“It was a win-win for both 
sides and we were able to bring 
to rest negottations that had 
been taking place for the last 16 
months,” said Grayling City 
Police Detective Dennis Long, 
the steward for the eae union. 
addressed and I’m glad we were 
able to resolve this instead of 
going through arbitration.” 

The officers will receive a 3 
percent pay increase each year 
for the next three years,

Budget 
deal saves

Two local facilities that reha- 
bilitate juvenile offenders were 
spared from the budget ax by 
state lawmakers last week. 

The budget for the state’s 
2007-08 fiscal year for the 
Department of Human Services 
(DHS), approved last week, 
included funding for the 
Nokomis Challenge Center and 
the Shawono Center, two facili- 
ties threatened with closure dur- 
ing the state’s budget negotia- 
tions. 

The Shawono Center houses 
40 young men near Grayling 
and offers a variety of services 
to juvenile offenders including 
substance abuse counseling, 


mental health treatment, and 
educational and vocational 
training. 

The Nokomis Challenge 


Center serves 40 youths, and is 
located a few miles south of 
Houghton Lake. Nokomis spe- 
cializes in substance abuse treat- 
ment as well as rehabilitation of 
general offenders. Together, the 
facilities employ about 90 full 
and part-time employees. 

State Rep. Joe Sheltrown, D- 
West Branch, lobbied the legis- 
lature’s apportions committee to 
include the funding, since both 
facilities are run efficiently.

Museum’s logging sled to be restored

A group of Grayling men are 
collaborating to restore a logging 
relic for the Crawford County 
Historical Museum. 

One day in 1988, Grayling 
City Police Officers Bob Butzin 
and Tim Coe, a former Crawford 
County Sheriff's deputy, were 
scuba diving in Lake Margrethe. 
All of a sudden, Coe felt some- 
thing, but could not make out 
what the object was because it 
was under 20 feet of water and 
most of it was buried in the sand. 

Finally, the two realized it was 
a logging sled from the late 
1800s. The sleds were used to 
transport logs across the ice to 
the train at the other side of the 


lake. 

“It was pretty exciting for a 
diver to discover something that 
large and old,” Coe said. 

Besides Butzin and Coe, divers 
from the sheriff’s office air raised 
the sled. Since the sled was 
found in a part of the take that is 
owned by the state, it went to 
Hartwick Pines. The sled was 
later donated to the Crawford 
County Historical Museum in 
1999. Time and weather did 
their damage to the wooden sled, 
and it became a safety hazard in 
the museum’s courtyard. 

Rich Silvoa, Bret Black, Allen 
Dickie, Mike Arwood, Travis 
Roberts, Justin Wethington, and 
Jessie Cde Baca, members of the 
Grayling Firefighters 


Association, recently dismantled 
the sled. 

“As soon as we took the chains 
off that held the logs into place, 
the sled disintegrated because the 
wood was so rotted,” said 
Roberts, a member of the 
Grayling Firefighters 
Association and the fire mar- 
shal/inspector for the Grayling 
City/Township Fire Department. 

In addition to removing the 
safety hazard, moving the sled 
allowed the firefighters to move a 
1922 Model A American 
LaFrance Fire Truck and a 1937 
W.S. Darley and Co, Champion 
Fire Engine, which are housed at 
the museum. The historic fire 
engines are being restored for 
use in parades and at community

UNFORTUNATELY, “The 
War to End All Wars” did not 
end all wars. World War LU pro- 
duced even more military deaths 
and great heroism, along with 
floods of new veterans who had 
served their country. 
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In 1954, Congress changed 
the name of Armistice Day to 
Veterans Day, to recognize vet- 
erans of both World War IJ and Il 
in our national remembrance. 

But World War II did not end 
all wars, either, and America has 
continued to send its young men 
and young women into battle in 
numerous foreign _ lands. 
Whether these military actions 
are designated officially as 
“wars” 1s beside the point; hero- 
ic young men and women con- 
tinue to serve their country, and 
far too many are killed in battle. 

The interim between 
American involvements in wars 
seems to be shrinking. American 
troops have been sent to foreign 
hot spots somewhere in the 
world almost constantly. 

Sadly the significance of a 
special day to recognize the sac- 
rifices and heroism of American 
service men and women grows 


each year.

Safety tips for hunting 


Michigan’s fields and forests 
will soon be alive with blaze 
orange hunting gear. Sheriff 
Wakefield wants both Visitors 
and residents of Crawford 
County to know some important 
safety rules before setting out to 
deer camp. 

Your hunting license, and the 
identification used to purchase 
it, (Michigan’s driver’s license, 
identification card, or DNR 
sport card) must be carried with 
you at all times while hunting. 

All hunters must wear an item 


of clothing (hat, cap, vest, jacket 
or rain gear) in “hunter orange.” 
It must be the outermost garment 
and it must be visible from all 
sides. If it is camouflage, at 
least 50 percent of the garment 
must be orange. 

Hunting hours begin approxi- 
mately one half hour before sun- 
rise and last until] approximately 
one half hour after sunset. 

Safety zones include all areas 
within 150 yards (450 feet) of an 
occupied building, house, cabin, 
barn or other farm building. You 
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IT WASN’T SUPPOSED to 
be this way, and the prospects 
for lasting and universal peace 
throughout the world are not 
nearly as bright today as they 
may have seemed in 1918. 

It is fitting to recall the mes- 
sage of President Dwight 
Eisenhower when Armistice 
Day was broadened to become 
Veterans Day in 1954: 

“On that day, let us solemnly 
remember the sacrifices of all 
those who fought so valiantly, 
on the seas, in the air, and on 
foreign shores, to preserve our 
heritage of freedom.” 

On Sunday, Nov. I1, 2007, 
Veterans Day, let’s all stop for a 
few moments of our November 
weekend and thank those who 
have given their lives or their 
service when duty has called. 

Let’s especially remember 
and thank those military men 
and women who continue to 
serve our nation in Afghanistan, 
Iraq and other trouble spots 


may not hunt in this area or 
shoot at any animal within this

It is illegal to drink alcohol or 
use intoxicating drugs before 
hunting. 

Sheriff Wakefield also wants 
hunters to take the following 
precautions to prevent injury or 
death while hunting this season: 

Familiarize yourself with the 
area where you will be hunting. 

Never assume you are alone in 
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around the globe, and perhaps 
hearken to the advice of 
President Wilson in 1920 and 
offer a prayer or two for them, 
too. ;

Let us hope and pray that the 
numbers of new American ser-

Don’t move firewood during deer season 


Hunters hoping to bag a white- 
tait deer this firearm season may 
be breaking the law if they are 
bringing hardwood firewood 
from their home to their hunting 
camps. Hunters are reminded 
not to move hardwood firewood 
this hunting season to help stop 
the spread of the Emerald Ash 
Borer (EAB). 

EAB, an exotic beetle native 
to Asia, is responsible for the 
death or damage of 25 million 
ash trees in Michigan. EAB lar- 
vae live and feed undetected 
beneath the bark of ash trees, 
making any piece of ash fire- 
wood a potential vehicle for the 
accidental transport of the insect. 
Firewood thal may appear un- 
infested could be carrying EAB 
larvae under the bark. 


PepTSSA ENP ee 
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The Michigan Department of 


Agriculture (MDA) will be step- 
ping up vehicle inspections at 
the Mackinac Bridge in an effort 
to prevent hardwood firewood 
from entering the Upper 
Peninsula. The inspection sta- 
tion helps support the state’s 
EAB interior quarantine by 
inspecting and restricting move- 
ment of regulated articles into 
the Upper Peninsula. 

“Hunters are urged to use local 
sources of firewood, burn ail 
they purchase, and not take any 
unused firewood back home or 
io their next location,” said Don 
Koivisto, MDA director. “Many 
infestations in Michigan and sur- 
rounding states have been a 
direct result of people inadver- 


tently moving infested  fire- 
wood.”

quarantine are subject to fines 
ranging from $1,000 to $250,000

Thayer said. 

Police officers will be paid 
time and a half if they are 
scheduled to work on a holiday, 
instead of being paid an extra 
eight hours whether they 
worked the holiday shift or not. 
The officers will also be paid 
for 1] holidays instead of the 
previous 13 paid holidays. 

The officers will maintain 
their 12-hour work shifts, but 
will work no more than 12 
hours at a time if an officer is 
not able to cover their normal 
shift. 

“That was one of the issues I 
had because I was worried 
about fatigue,’ Thayer said. 


The contract also requires 
the officers, to pay higher 
deductions and prescription co- 
pays for health insurance.

Camp Grayling

Training at Camp Grayling 
will be suspended during the 
firearm deer season, while 
hunters head into the woods in 
search of the elusive white tailed 
deer. 

As in past’ years, training 
maneuvers at Camp Grayling 
will not take place Nov. 15-30, 
during the firearm deer hunting 
season. 

“It’s just to make sure that 
there are no chance of conflicts,” 
said Lt. Col. Tom Lamie, the 
spokesperson and deputy com- 
mander for Camp Grayling. “We 
don’t allow weapons firing dur- 
ing those two wecks.”. 

Areas off limits to deer hunt- 
ing include the Hanson Game 
Refuge, Range 13 in the south 
camp and the Range 30 (the 
Multi Purpose Range Complex) 
and Range 40 tnpact arcas. 

“We cerlainly don’t want 
civilians gotng out there and 
coming across unexploded 
rounds, so the simplest thing to 
do is to keep away from the 
ranges,” Lamic said. 

Camp Grayling officials high- 
ly encourage hunters to check 
with the Department of Natural 
Resources to determine which 
areas are open to hunting. 
Current force protection require- 
ments limit access to Camp 
Grayling’s main cantonment 
area,
